REMARKS 



In the February 23, 2007 Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-8 and 11-15 
under 35 U.S. C. § 103(a) as being anticipated by U.S. patent application publication no. 
2004/0168358 to Stumt? in view of U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0168358. The 
Examiner allowed claim 10. Although Applicant traverses the Examiner's rejections, 
Application has amended claims 2-4 and 6 to depend from claim 10 and has canceled all 
claims other than claims 2-4, 6 and 10 in order to obtain allowance and issuance of the 
present application. Applicant will pursue the other claims in a continuation application.
